This is in response to the "Request For Reconsideration of 
Petition Under 37 CFR 1.47(b)," filed January 28, 2005

The petition is granted . 

Petitioner' has shown that the non-signing inventors have refused 
to join in the filing of the above-identif ied application after 
having been presented with the application papers.
